Wisconsin State Agricultural Society Has a 
Legal .Existence. 
“ The Wisconsin State Agricultural 
society is an incorporated body,” said 
Attorney Lewis M. Ogden of Milwau­ 
kee, "despite the statem ent of a prom- 
in en t attorney to the contrary. 
I have 
had occasion to look into the m at'er 
somewhat, and although the act of 
1853 was repealed, as he stated, by the 
revision of 1858, not 1859, the same 
egislature of 1858 passed a law de­ 
claring the society to be duly incor­ 
porated under the laws of Wisconsin. 
“ There seems to be no 
apparent 
reason why the law of 1853 incorpor­ 
ating the society should have been re­ 
pealed and another passed a t the same 
session which put the fair association 
on the same footing as it found it, but 
suck is the 
fact. 
It 
was 
a sort 
of 
legislative 
freak, 
I 
sup­ 
pose. Those things happen sometimes. 
"But ev< n if the act of 1853 had 
been repealed and no further legisla­ 
tion had, in the present case, as I 
understand it, the state is the only 
debtor of the society and could alone 
raise the question as to its incorpora­ 
tion; thus, under the circumstances, it 
would be stopped from doing, as there 
are any number of instances in which 
the ttate has recognized the society as 
an incorporated body. 
It has made it 
appropriations time and again, and 
had dealings with it in various ways 
and the theory of the law would b i 
th at as it had recognized it as a legal 
corporation it must be considered 6uch 
so far as the state is considered. 
The society, however, is a legally 
ineorporated body, ai I have said. 
It 
was incorporated by statute, chapter 
5, laws of 1853. 
In the Revised S tat­ 
utes of 1858 there is a general rope I- 
ing elause, giving a list of 
acta re­ 
pealed and the law of 1853 is included 
in this list. 
But chapter SO of the 
Revised Statutes of 1858, in force now 
as section 1456 of the Revised Statutes 
of 1878, distinctly provides th at the 
Wisconsin State A gricultural society 
is an ineorporated body, and 
em­ 
powered to buy, sell and hold real es­ 
tate, and do all other acts customary 
with such societies. 
This settles the 
question without a doubt.”

Now ti:at the tariff bill is practically 
completed and has been submitted to 
the final charge of the trust-ridden 
democracy that it is still favorable to 
the sugar trust, it is well enough to 
consider the cold facts.

Perilled by the testimony of the high­ 
est ex Horts in Washington and New 
York ui rn the subject. 
The sugar 
Bchedn.o of the bill as it 
passed the 
house 
made 
the 
rates 
of 
dory 
on 
refined 
sugar 
12$ 
cents per hundred pounds more than 
on average rates of raw sugar. 
This 
is what is termed the “ differential”— 
the difference between the tariff rates 
on raw and refined sugar. 
It is the 
difference between the amount which 
the refiner must pay for raw sugar 
which they bring in to refine and the 
amount which the public pays for sug­ 
ar brought in already refined. 
The 
“ differential” of the Wilson law, it 
may be rems ked, was 22$ cents per 
hundred pounds, or a difference in 
favor of the sugar refiners as compared 
with the Dingily law of IO cents per 
hundred pounds. 
The bill, when it 
was reported to the Senate by the 
finance committee, made the rates on 
raw sugar such that the differential 
was 22$ cents per hundred pounds, or 
practically the same as that of the 
Wilson law. 
The senate 
reduced 
these rates greatly, but when the bill 
w ent to the conference committee, the 
house conferees insisted upon return­ 
ing to the original “ differential” of 
12$ cents per hundred pounds, which 
is equivalent to J of a cent per pound, 
and allowing no greater differential 
than 
that. 
The senate conferees, 
however, urged a general increase in 
the rates of duty on sugar for the ben­ 
efit of the beet sugar industry, and 
new rates were made both on raw 
and refined sugar which gave to the 
beet sugar growers a greater protec­ 
tion but still left the “ differential” 
precisely the same as that which the 
Dingley bill originally gave, viz , J of 
a cent per pound. 
Those 
who are striving to cast a 
shadow of suspicion upon the sugar 
schedule of the bill, however, point 
out triumpnantly that the sugar trust 
stock advanced as soon as tho result 
of the conference bad become known 
This, however, is explained by 
fact that the trust had in stock the 
enormous quantity of 700,000 tons of 
unrefined sugar, which it had brought 
in ucder the low rates of the Wilson 
law, and upon which it would make a 
profit of all the difference between the j 
rates of the Wilson law and the Ding-j 
ley law. 
This profit is estimated at 
probably 
twelve 
million 
dollars, 
and this fact was of 
itself 
suffi­ 
cient to make the sfc^ck of toe trust 
advance tremendously in the markets. 
To be sure this fact was known by 
everybody familiar with the subject 
even beicre the sharp advance which 
was simultaneous with the announce­ 
ment of the conferees, but there had 
been pnor to that

that 
the conferees might possibly 
adopt the recommendation of Secre­ 
tary Gage to place an internal revenue 
tax of one cent per pcund on all raw 
sugar in the country at the time "of 
the enactment of the law.

years do I ged already?" 
At the same 
time he wiped his eyes industriously 
with a very lar^e and very dirty 
bandanna. 
The court reminded him that it was 
a big crime, that of breaking into 
other people's business places,and that 
it would appear bigger still when the 
fact that he, Strieker, had spent a year 
at Waupun for a similar offense, was 
taken into consideration, and there­ 
upon pronounced a sentence of two 
years and three months, the first two 
days of the term to be solitary confine­ 
ment. 


H ess W an ts a C hange. 
Smooth, oily Jack Hess and 
his 
partner William Saunders were before 
the municipal court 
this morning, 
charged with burglary of a St. Paul 
freight car and two other counts which 
have to do with stolen goods. 
They 
fairly bristled with a determination to 
secure all their legal rights, of which 
no one appeared in the least anxious to 
deprive them. 
They had failed in the interem of 
their appearances to hire an attorney, 
end asked the court to appoint one for 
them so that they c mid draw up an 
affidavit for a change of venue. 
After 
they had secured the change to some 
other c3unty they wanted the first 
lawyer discharged and another, and 
non resident secured. 
In fact there 
was very little they did not ask for 
except perhaps, their liberty. 
It was quite evident that Bess and 
his partner have no more love for Rock 
county than Rock county has for 
them. 
They made the allegation in 
many different ways that the newspa­ 
pers had prejudiced the public against 
tnem.

He is called the “ morn­ 
ing glory,” owing to the fact the he al­ 
ways operates as a burglar at the 
break of day instead of in the night 
time. 
There is a great method in this 
precedence as the penalty is less. 
In 
this state the maximum is eight years 
in one case and but three years in the 
oilier. 
Day time is fixed by the state 
law at one hour before sunrise to one 
hour after sun set, all the rest of the 
twenty-four Pours is night time. 
He 
shows intent, careful planning, and a 
knowledge cf legal affairs and a fami­ 
larity with counsels,all of which tends 
to make the criminal a dangerous citi­ 
zen. 
It is said that for many years 
this type of a criminal has been oper­ 
ating in England, and that the habit 
that is being taken up by local felons 
ii imported from there.
